Whoever lays hands on garbage is 


accursed. Every man who has had 
any connections with the hog ranch 
at Baldwin Park has been deeply sorry 
that he got mixed up with it in any 
way. A new development came to 
light this week, when it was found 
that 
the 
hog-raisers 
are 
divided 


against themselves, and are fighting 
over the distribution of the garbage. 


A Japanese hog-raiser and a white 


man in the same business, called at 
the Argus office to get advice this 
week. They have gotten the idea at 
the hog ranch that all the negotia- 
tions against the hog ranch are being 
conducted from the Argus office, which 
was mainly true for a year, but the 
entire matter is now in the hands of 
the district attorney. But these men 
told a story of being shut out of the 
general scramble for garbage which 
begins every morning when the cars 
bring it in. They say that Durbin, 
one time hog-raiser in Vernon, has 
succeeded in raising $10,000 among a 
part of the hog-owners, and that this 
money is to be used to fight the ordin- 
ance to be enforced by the district at- 
torney. 
Those who contributed are 


getting garbage, and those who did not 
contribute have to wait until all the 
favored ones have taken what is need- 
ed for their hogs. 


The result of this deal is that a 


large number of the hogs are on very 
short rations. A visit was made at 6 
o'clock in the morning of Wednesday 
of this week by the editor of the Ar- 
gus and Constable J. J. Saunders, and 
the two men watched the distribution 
of the garbage. 
It .was a veritable 


fight for hog-food. Men lashed their 
mules to get into place where teams 
could be loaded, wagons were over- 
turned, and much cursing and threat- 
ening was indulged in. The situation 
is rapidly, growing very bad. 


The hog ranch is under quarantine, 


throiigh' an order issued,by th,fti8tat«- 
board of health, which means that no 
hogs can be brought into the hog 
ranch, or any shipped out alive. But 
a curious quirk in the law allows the 
pork to be shipped out. A hog is not 
allowed to leave the ranch alive, but 
the pork can be distributed in Los An- 
geles or elsewhere. 


A part of the hog-raisers are thor- 


oughly disgusted and heartily wish 
they could sell out and quit, while the 
remainder, under the leadership of 
Durbin, are preparing to make a stand 
against the ordinance. Durbin owns 
85 per cent of the hogs at the ranch. 
There are 27,000 hogs in the pens. 
Col. Lynch has sold out altogether, 
and has washed his hands of all the 
lilth. Hog-raisers who are in the com- 
bine with Durbin receive garbage for 
$1.25 per ton, while the others pay 
$1.50 per ton, and sometimes do not 
get any. 


The hogs are in somewhat better 


condition than was the case two 
months ago, but there are still many 
sick ones. District Attorney Freder- 
icks has said that he will take the 
whole matter into his hands shortly, 
and will abolish entirely the business | 
of feeding garbage to animals intended i 
for human food.

Central Pacific railroad, now a part of 
the Southern Pacific Company, was 
told yesterday afternoon at the Pal- 
ace Hotel in San Francisco, when the 
pensioned employees of the Southern 
Pacific gathered at their annual ban- 
quet. At least 250 of these pensioners 
were present. Among the pensioners 
was N. D. Mussey of Covina, and wife. 


The banquet this year fell upon the 


forty-third anniversary of the driving 
of the last spike of the first transcon- 
tinental railroad of the United States. 
Approximately half of those now on 
the pension roll of the Southern Pa- 
cific were important factors in the 
construction 
of this great railroad 


system. It is the annual custom now 
for the road to be built in reminis- 
cence. 


Since the inauguration of the sys- 


tem on the Southern Pacific, January 
1, 1903, 11,015,014.40 has been paid out 
to former employees in pensions. The 
system is absolutely voluntary on. the 
part of the company, and 718 former 
employees have been awarded pen- 
sions in those nine years. 
On the 


first day of May, this year, there were 
477 pensioners on the rolls. The pen- 
sion disbursements during the month 
of April, 1912, amounted to $16,450.85.

geodetic survey, according to a letter 
received by the hoard of public works 
of Los Angeles from John D. Freder- 
icks, district attorney. 


The board of public works, as al- 


ready stated in the Express, has been 
forced to make arrangements for dis- 
posing of the garbage in the ocean, 
in preparation to meet the situation 
in case the county garbage ordinance 
is declared valid. 


YV. M. Humphreys, member of the 


board of public works, in whose hands 
the matter was placed by the board, 
lost no time in carrying out the rec- 
ommendation of the district attorney 
that the garbage be disposed of iii 
the ocean, and he practically has com- 
pleted all arrangements for this meth- 
od' of disposal. 


The protest aroused by the appear- 


ance in the Express of the announce- 
ment of the plans of the board of 
public works caused the district at- 
torney and the board of public works 
to investigate 
the question of the 


danger of the garbage dumped into 
the ocean causing a public nuisance 
along the harbor and beach districts. 


The district attorney, who suggest- 


ed the ocean-dumping method as the 
way out of the dilemma in case feed- 
ing garbage to hogs in the county is 
prohibited, sent the following letter 
to the board: 


"I have a reply from the department 


of commerce and labor and the coast 
geodetic survey since talking to you. 
1 have written them in regard to the 
currents and received this reply: 


'Garbage dumped al the distance I 


of 25 miles seaward from Point Fir- 
min in a west-by-south direction would 1 
be at a point 15 miles from the near-' 
est land, on Catalina island, and 19 
miles from Point Vincent, and any 
water-borne material, such as paper, 
etc., 
would be dissolved or rendered 


innocuous before it could reach any 
shore.' "

1D12 forest fire season opened 


in California May 4 with a fire in 
Devil canyon, on the Angeles nationl 
forest, which was extinguished by the 
forest service after it had burned two 
hundred acres. The fire w;is caused 
by a power company burning brush 
on its right-of-way. Supervisor Charl- 
ton of the Angeles forest reports that 
in ordinary years such rights-of-way 
can be safely cleared by burning as 
late as .June, but this year the country 
has dried out early and a bad sea- 
son is expected. 


The United States district forester 


at San Francisco states that, the forest 
rangers are organized for a vigorous 
campaign against lire in the national 
forests of the state and urges upon the 
public 
compliance 
with 
what 
are 


known as "The -Six Rules." The for- 
est oflicers say that if every traveler 
in the mountains would carefully fol- 
low these simple directions, the fire 
record would be far better than last 
year, in spite of natural conditions be- 
ing worse, for 71 of the worst lires in 
1011 were caused 
by hunters and 


campers. 


"The Six Rules" are as follows: 
1. Be sure your match is out be- 


fore you throw it away. 


2. Knock out your pipe ashes or ti 
throw your cigar or cigarette stump [ 
where there is nothing to catch fire. 


3. Don't build 
a cam]) lire any- 


larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short, time 
without putting it out with w-.iter or 
dirt. 


4. Don't built a camp fire against 


a tree or a log. Build a small one 
where you can scrape away the nee- 
dles, leaves or grass from all sides of 
it. 


5. Don't build bonfires. The wind 


may come up at any time and start a 
fire you cannot control. 


6. If you discover a fire, put it out 


if possible; if you can't, get word of 
it to the nearest United States forest 
ranger or state fire warden just as 
quickly as you possibly can.

New Lands Developed 


In Salt River Valley 


BY HENRY L. MARSHALL 


I went down to Phoenix last week, 


at the request of the land company, 
and together with a half dozen citrus 
growers and ranchers from the San 
Gabriel valley, who joined a larger 
party at Phoenix, we spent one day in 
riding over the lands that have re- 
cently been brought under irrigation. 


Phoenix is a city of eighteen or 


twenty thousand, with cattle, alfalfa 
and beet sugar as the principal busi- 
nesses, one of the largest sugar mills 
in the country being situated within 
a few miles of Phoenix. The whole 
country around the city is very much 
alive. The Hotel Adams in Phoenix, 
a hotel as large as the big hotels of 
Los Angeles, was crowded with men 
while I was there, and these men are 
from 
all over the United 
States, 


stock-raisers, mining men and land 
developers, these last being in the 
majority, as that whole country, ag- 
gregating 200,000 acres, has been made 
irrigable by the water from the Roose- 
velt dam in the Salt river canyon. 


Any man that comes from an irri- 


gated country is struck at once by 
the sight of several hundred thousand 
inches of water going down the big 
canals. At places, the fall of the land 
Is sharp enough to send the water fast, 
and it pours over the aprons in a big 
brown flood. This water is being turn- 
ed into the citrus and deciduous or- 
chards, and on to a large acreage of 
alfalfa. The alfalfa acreage c;juld not 
be determined in figures, as no one 
seems to have checked it up lately, 
but figures obtained at the railroad 
offices showed that about 200 cars of 
alfafa are being shipped every day 
now, 
some going out east, and quite 


a portion of it to Los Angeles. This 
doesn't represent the yield from the 
land, however, as there 
are many 


thousands of cattle being fattened in 
the fields, one large, herd that proba- 
bly contained about six thousand hav- 
ing been brought from Sonora, Mex- 
ico. 


The beet sugar mill is owned large- 


ly by eastern capital. Mr. Culver, the 
president of the board of directors, 
was one of the men in the party that 
drove over the valley, and he told me 
that the mill machinery and property 
cost the company close to a million 
dollars. This is easy to believe when 
you see the four floors of machinery 
in the brick building. It is the beet 
sugar company that is largely respon- 
sible for the great amount of the de- 
velopment in the valley. This com- 
pany is anxious to .increase the amount 
of acreage planted to bee's, and the 
directors are giving the ranchers a 
good show vo make money in beets 
as an intermediate crop while the de- 
ciduous or citrus trees are growing. 
Mr. Culver said th-at the mill was run- 
ning about half capacity, and that they 
could easily take rare of the befits 
from twice as much land. 


The Roosevelt dam project, \vap. at 


the time it was built, the largest stor- 
age dam in the United States, and only 
second to one built by the British gov- 
ernment. Since it was built it has 
been beaten by two others, now being 
erected in connection with the land 
development projects of the govern- 
ment. It was thought that it could be 
built for $3,500,000, but it finally cost 


about $11,000,000. The money to build 
it was loaned by the government from 
the gigantic fund that has been accu- 
mulating from the sale of public lands. 
The Roosevelt dam is not by any 
means a gift to the people. The cost- 
of it is being gradually assessed to 
the acreage that is being developed 
by the water. 
Mr. Culver said that 


about 240,000 acres of arable land lay 
in the Salt river valley, and of this 
about 175,000 acres is immediately 
available as irrigated land since the 
installation of the canals from 
the 


dam. The Roosevelt dam is impound- 
ing water in the mountains over a 
territory that is measured in many 
square miles. 


But, 
to a Covina man, who is more 


or less instructed in the idea of pump- 
ing water by machinery, the chances 
are even better on lands where pumps 
have been put down and water -is be- 
ing raised by gas engines or electric 
power. Of course, the canal water is 
a splendid supply, and will flood al- 
falfa every two weeks, or as often as 
is wanted, with as much water as is 
necessary, but to the man with mod- 
erate means, it looks as if the assess- 
ments for the payment of the debt on 
the Roosevelt dam would make the 
water more costly than pump water. 
That is the reason why the acreage 
under development by the sugar com- 
pany, known as the Marinette lands, 
seems more desirable than the acre- 
age along the canals, and, although 
the water from the canals is available 
for 
the Marinette 
lands also, the 


pumps in operation on this new acre- 
age supply water for practically noth- 
ing, while the men farming with canal 
water must pay an assessment very 
soon, and also, the government stip- 
ulates that the owner must be an 
actual settler, and dwell on the land. 


On the Marinette lands, which are 


eighteen miles from Phoenix, lying 
directly on the Santa Fe main line, on 
both sides of the track, there are now 
two pumps at work, one of them pump- 
ing about fifty inches and the other 
about fifty or sixty. They were both 
running when our party was there, and 
water was being lifted about 80 feel. 
The water is clear and pure, and is 
soft, and it looks as if there could be 
plenty developed in any part of that: 
portion of the valley. The Marinette 
lands Ho near the Agua Fria river, 
and the lands am fed by subterranean 
water, .something like "the West Co- 
vina lands that lie near the San Ga- 
briel river. The soil is red sill, wash- 
ed into the valley from the hills, and 
hundreds nf feet deep. Without water 
it grows nothing but s,-ge. but where- 
ever the water is applied the crops 
are very good. Alfalfa grows to very 
remarkable stands in the valley. 


The 
Marinette company has laid 


out a townsite, and blocked out the 
land in ten-acre tracts surrounding the 
town. There has been built an elec- 
tric power line from the power plains 
on the Roosevelt dam. ami the receiv- 
ing station on the Marinette lands will 
be used to run the batteries of pumps, 
and for any otner purposes, such as 
lighting and heating. The power from 
the Roosevelt dam is supplied to the 
rancher for a cent and one-half per 
kilowatt, with 
no minimum, which 


makes pumping charges very small. 
In the Marinette land proposition, the 
company has put down the wells and 
will supply water to all the ranchers, 
the only expense of water being the 
pro-rata of the upkeep, which is about 
five dollars per acre per year. The 
Marinette company will establish wells 
that will supply the acreage they have 
platted out, which is something like 
six thousand acres, and when the land 
is all sold, the. pumping plants will 
belong to the rancher, and cooperative 
companies can be formed. 


In the party that inspected the land 


was a man by the name of Adams of 
Lordsburg, who has been in the cit- 
rus nursery business for fifteen years 
in the San Gabriel valley. He was of 
the opinion that the land is first class 
for citrus fruits. The Salt river val- 
ley is no more endangered from frosts 
than the Covina valley, although they 
got a frost last year about the time of 
the big cold snap that swept over Cali- 
fornia. The citrus fruits of Arizona 
were all out of the way by that time, 
however, as the Arizona orange goes 
into the market in November and the 
early part of December. The weather 
in the Salt River valley is hot in the 
summer and mildly cool in the win- 
ter. The hot months of summer make 
it a fine alfalfa country. Six and 
seven crops of high grade hay are 
grown each year. 


Because of the Roosevelt dam pro- 


ject, the Salt, river valley has received 
a vast amount of free advertising, 
and for this reason, the lands are be- 
ing taken up rapidly. The country is 
certainly awake and going ahead. And 
I couldn't discover anything to criti- 
cise either. The. country is certainly 
a line agricultural district. It looks 
as if it might be a fine citrus dis- 
trict, but this, of course, does not ap- 
ply to the whole valley any more than 
we can say that the whole of the San 
Gabriel valley is a citrus district. 


The 
orange 
growing in Arizona 


would make a Covina rancher smile. 
The trees look healthy and they have- 
received fair crops, but they seem 
to know next to nothing about caring 
for the trees. The new orchards look 
ivell, and are set out with intelligence, 
but I saw one big orchard that was 
set to navels, valencias. sweets, tan- 
gerines, seedlings and other varieties, 
all mixed in together, with trees of a 
do/en different sizes. 'The thought 
that came to me was that the country 
needs practical Southern California 
citrus ranchers to. show them how the! 
work ought to be done. A man with i 
Southern California training can make j 
money in t h a t valley.

UNDERGROUND WATER 


Interesting Investigations In Pomona 


And Covina By Geological Sur- 


vey Division. 


A new investigation of the supply of 


underground waters in Southern Cal- 
ifornia has lately been started by the 
United States Geological Survey at 
the request, of the California Coiiser-1 
vation Commission, which will meet I 
the larger part of the necessary ex-! 
penses for field and office work. This ! 
work serves to call public attention 
to the results attained in the same re- 
gion by the Federal Survey through j 
earlier work, which was begun nine 
years ago under the specific authority ! 
of the annual Congressional appropria-,| 
tion "for the investigation of under- 
ground currents and artesian wells." 
Five reports were issued as the result i 
of that earlier investigation. Three of ! 
these, Water-Supply Papers 137, 138,i 
and 139, related to the coastal plain o f ' 
Southern California, and a fourth, No- ; 
142, described the San Bernardino val-i 
ley. 
None of these publications are ' 


now available for free distribution by ' 
the survey, but they may be purchas- 
ed from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, at 
35, 25, 25, and 25 cents, respectively. 


Of the fifth report, Water-Supply 


Paper 218, which describes the foothill 
belt east of Los Angeles, a small sup- 
ply remains available for free distri- 
bution, and a copy may be obtained by 
addressing the Director of the United 
States Geological Survey at Washing- 
ton. 


This series of papers, by W. C. Men- 


denhall, geologist, sets forth the ob- 
vious relation between the mainten- 
ance of the supply of ground waters 
and the continuance of agricultural 
life. To measure the possible fluctua- 
tions in ground-water levels intensive 
studies were made and exact measure- 
ments procured. As a result of the 
study of several thousand wells and 
of the geologic conditions which con- 
trol the 
distribution of the under- 


ground waters within the area of 1000 
square miles covered by these reports, 
!* was recognized that, some parts of 
the area constitute separate and inde- 
pendent water basins, so that local 
conditions may cause 
local fluctua- 


tions not related to those of adjacent 
areas.

Through the arrangements made by 


rhe Exchange, Mr. Powell and 
Ur. 


Coit, there is coming to Riverside a 
staff of experts from the United States 
Department of Horticulture, to assist, 
in their different branches to improve 
the citrus fruits. 


George K. Holmes of the 
t'nit.ed 


States Bureau 
of 
Statistics, 
says: 


"What set of nerves shall have the 
preference in determining the pur- 
chase of farm products, the optic or 
the gustatory? Shall a thing be pretty 
or delicious? And since the sense of 
smell must also bo consulted in some 
cases, is it of much consequence whe- 
ther it is pretty or delicious? The sell- 
er has much more definite information 
with regards to those questions than 
the consumer, although it. is the con- 
sumer who makes the choice, he is 
induced to do so by the seller's sub- 
tle knowledge of his fancies, which 
need not be and often are not either 
sensible or reasonable, but on the 
other hand, often verge upon the no- 
tional, and seem superfluous to an 
unsophisticated farmer." Mr. Holmes 
goes on to say, " Horticulturists have 
been saying for years that in the so- 
called improvement of fruits we have 
sen en*/ failed to improve the qual- 
ity. 
The most productive of cultivated 


blackberres are large and beautiful, 
but as found in the market, are infer- 
ior in flavor when compared with the 
wild ones found along the roadside." 
As Professor Bailey has said, the best 
market fruits are cultivated for a var- 
iety of features as to size and color 
of fruit, vigor, hardiness and produc- 
tiveness of the tree; quality is usually 
not considered. 
Mr. Holmes says: 


"Place a farmer and a city-bred man in 
the presence of a large variety of ap- 
ples, and the farmer very likely will 
select for his eating such apples as 
Rhode Island Greening, a Northern 
Spy, a Grimes Golden, or a Jonathan, 
and the city man, governed in his 
choice by a different set of nerves, 
may select 
a Ben Davis, 
Baldwin, 


Stark, or Missou.-i Pippin. Taste is 
the fruit grower's test of an apple if 
he is to eat it himself, but very dif- 
ferent attributes are of chief import- 
ance when he considers consumers 
in general, most of whom are towns- 
people. In the city, a large city espe- 
cially, the appearance of an apple is 
everything and taste nothing, unless 
the purchaser was once a country boy 
and enjoyed the freedom of an or- 
chard. For some reason, red is a lead- 
ing favorite as an apple color in this 
country. Indeed there are some red 
apples that are miserably poor for 
eating purposes which sell for a good, 
if not high, price, the principal attrac- 
tion to the consumer apparently being 
the red color, with subordinate at- 
tractions in smoothness and shapeli- 
ness. At the annual meetings of east- 
ern horticultural societies, it is not 
uncommon to witness the indignation 
of 
the 
various members 
directed 


against the commercial preference for 
apples with attributes that appeal to 
the eye, rather than to the taste."
